Weigh  and  Measure  Your  Words. 

This  is  s day  of  keen  and  intelligent  criti- 
cism both  on  oral  and  written  address,  and 
i tp  fancy  that  our  exact  meaning  is  always 
comprehended  by  tnose  who  hear  and  read 
ofir  addresses  is  to  seriously  blunder,  for 
every  word  and  utterance  will  be  thought- 
fully judged  by  a few,  wbd  will  make  gen- 
erous allowance  for  our  inaccuracies,  and 
ruthlessly  judged  by  the  masses,  who  will 
delight  even  more  in  magnifying  our  blun- 
ders. 

If  a difference  is  to  be  made  at  all,  let  us 
exercise  even  greater  care  in  written  ad- 
dress, for  the  reader  is  removed  from  the 
•environment  and  spirit  of  the  speaker,  and 
hence  loses  the  force  of  interpretation  which 
both  these  conditions  naturally  give.

article  of  Sept.  16th,  under  the  caption  of 
the  Pastor’s  Problems  •

“The  Gospel  is  good  news  of  salvation  in 
Christ.”  This  statement  ha*  passed  un 
challenged  for  a loug  lime  as  a definition 
of  the  word  gospel,  but  does  it  not  really 
narrow  the  meaning  of  the  »ord!  Gospel 
is  an  Anglo  Siaxou  word,  aud  simply  means 
God-story,  wUich  would  incluJe  alike  the 
eutire  revelation  of  God.  The  Greek  word 
evangelion,  meaning  glad-tidinga,  ha*  been 
improperly  translated  gospel,  and  hence 
does  not  expresa  all  that  the  word  gospel 
means.  Preaching  the  word,  the  God-story, 
while  it  include*  glad-tidings,  surely  does 
not  exclude  the  wnole  counsel  of  God. 

“Christ  settled  the  sin  problem  on  the 
cross,  and  when  we  accept  Him  that  prob- 
lem is  settled.”  There  seems  to  be  two  set- 
tlement* of  the  same  problem,  one  by  Chnst 
and  the  other  by  the  believer.  But  the  sin- 
ner sins  on  notwithstanding  the  death  on 
the  cross,  and  the  Christian  suit  on  not- 
withstanding his  faith  in  Jesus  Christ. 

If  the  sin  problem  is  settled  for  the  be- 
liever why  does  Christ  yet  interceJe  for 
.‘i  m with  groaning*  which  can  net  be  m 
teredT  If  it  is  settled  for  the  sinner,  what 
more  is  there  for  him  to  dot 

“A  man  may  quit  his  sins  a still  K-* 
down  to  bell.”  In  the  following  statements 
Bro.  Jordan  seems  to  repudiate  his  own  posi- 
tion, but  why  should  he  make  a positive  and 
unqualified  statement  and  then  aet  about 
to  disprove  his  position!  Can  a believing 
or  unbelieving  man  really  quit  his  sins’ 
Quit  and  sin  no  more.  If  the  sinner  should 


undertake  that*  and  atop ’short  of  implicit 
faith  in  Jesus  Chnst,  he  would  yet  be  a 
great  sinner,  and  if  the  Christian  man  could 
do  that  he  would  then  no  longer  need  lh# 
intercession  of  hi*  Lord

Paul 
said  if  doing  an  innocent,  lawful  and  helpful 
act  for  himself  was  a stumbling  block  to 
others,  he  would  cease  while  the  world 
should  stand.

1091,  this  admission  is  made:  “Ws  declare 
as  sacred  orders,  those  of  the  deacon  and 
elder.  Indeed,  the  primitive  church  is  said 
t#  have  had  these  only.”  They  made  that 
ajli^ission  because  they  had  tq.  But  the 
Catholic  Church  does  not  attach  much  im- 
portance to  what  was  right  and  proper  and 
customary  at  the  first — for  that  wise  ( t) 
daughter  of  the  Devil  says  she  has  the  right 
to  improve  or  revise  existing  matters,  as 
saemeth  proper  to  the  head  of  the  organi 
zation. 

One  of  the  great  councils  of  Romanism 
was  the  Council  of  Trent,  in  the  16th  cen- 
tury. Its  main  object  was  to  meet  the 
spreading  fires  of  the  Reformation.  In  this 
cdupcil  policy  and  policy  only,  forced  this 
declaration*:  “Whereas,  the  preaching  of 
the  Gospel,  which  is  the  special  office  of  the 
bishops,  is  as  essential  to  every  Christian 
community  as  the  reading  of  the  Word, 
therefore,  this  sacred  synod  has  determined 
andj  decreed,”  etc. 

6.  I close  these  citations  with  a reference 
to  a little  document  by  Archbishop  Whately, 
of  the  English  Episcopal  Church,  and  pub- 
lished in  1840  Now,  this  little  document 
was]  designed  to  bring  out  evangejical  and 
Scriptural  truth  in  order  to  oppose  the  ten- 
dency of  the  party  in  the  English  Episcopal 
Chukch  that  wanted  to  return  more  nearly 
to!  the  views  of  the  Church  of  Rome.  So 
the  [ writer  lays  off  all  the  coverings  and 
shedf-s  up  the  situation  just  as  it  is,  and  was. 
He  finds  the  model  of  the  Christian  church 
in  tiie  simple,  voluntary  associations  that 
hakl  always  characterized  the  Baptists.  He 
doe^  not  hesitate  to  give  it  as  his  opinion 
that  the  omissions  of  the  Scriptures  as  to 
details  of  church  polity  were  directed  by 
the  Jloly  Spirit  of  God.  I give  you  one  or 
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right  to  decide  who  shall  or  shall  not  exer- 
cise certain  functions,  and  under  what  cir- 
cumstances.” 

“In  a voluntary  community  the  ultimate 
penalty  must  be  expulsion.” 

“A  church  and  a dioceae  seems  to  have 
been,  for  a considerable  time,  coextensive 
and  identical  And  each  church  or  diocese 
and  consequently  each  bishop  or  superin-

tle.’ themselves.  ” 

Now,  I cannot  see  bow  anyone  can  read 
citations  like  the  above — all  perfeetly  au- 
thentic, and  then  fail  to  see  that  the  only 
reason  why  Baptists  haven’t  bishop*  like 
other  folks  ia  because  the  bishops  of  other 
folka  are  unlike-  in  every  particular,  the 
Bishops  of  New  Testament  times.  The  Bap- 
tists are  aa  correct  on  the  bishop  quosti  >n 
as  they  are  on  the  baptism  and  communion 
questions.  Truth  is,  the  Baptists  are  still 
the  beat  exponent  of  what  the  New  Testa 
ment  really  teaches  of  any  body  of  Chris- 
tians on  the  face  •(  the  earth. 

In  conclusion  let  me  aay  that  Joseph  Hen- 
ry Thayer,  author  of  the  best  Qreek-English 
lexicon  of  the  New  Testament  in  print,  says 
that  bishop  and  elder,  in  the  New  Testa- 
ment, do  refer  to  one  and  the  same  church 
official.  Dr.  W.iiiaia  Smith,  author  of  the 
moat  authentic  dictionary  of  the  Bible  in 
print,  aay*  the  asm?  thing.  The  scholarship 
of  the  world,  when  it  can  be  divorced  from 
educated  oi  prejudiced  sectarianism,  says 
without  any  sort  of  hesitation  that  the  Bap- 
tist position  is  correct  in  that  it  is  biblical.

Sink  Ship  to  Save  It. 

To  sink  a ship,  and  that  by 
means  of  a submarine  torpedo,  in 
order  to  save  it,  is  one  of  the 
strangest  of  marine  experiences:

If  one 
will  noticf  when  the  bird  is  flying 
and  just,  about  to  settle  in  the 
grass,  th&e  tailfeathers  are  very 
distinct.  ;His  song  is  not  so  jolly 
as  that  of  the  song  sparrow,  but 
is  sweeter,  and  is  usually  sung 
just  about  sunset;  hence  his  name, 
vesper  sparrow. 

In  the  midst  of  the  woods,  in 
retired  places,  a shrill  song  may 
be  heard? like  “teacher,  teacher, 
teacher,’’;  sung  with  steadily  in- 
creasing volume.  It  will  be  diffi- 
cult, however-  to  catch  sight  of 
the  singer.  This  is  a greenish- 
brown  bird,  resembling  a thrush 
somewhat  in  appearance,  but  be- 
ing much  smaller  ifl  size.  If  one 
is  very  quiet  he  may  see  the  bird 
after  a ^time  walking  over  the 
fallen  leases,  looking  for  his  food 
among  tlrem.  He  will  fly  away 
at  once  among  the  trees  if  startled 
or  if  he  finds  that  he  is  being  ob- 
served, and  will  not  appear  again. 
He  is  called  the  oven  bird  from 
the  manner  in  which  the  nest  is 
constructed,  being  arched  with 
leaves,  grasses,  etc.,  like  a small 
oven  It!  is  very  difficult  to  find 
on  this  account. 

While  the  cuckoo  will  be  found 
at  times  in  orchards  and  in  trees 
in  fields  near  dwellings,  he  is  a 
very  shy  bird,  and  will  seldom 
venture  in  such  localities  if  there 
are  people  about.  He  always 
tries  to  keep  a tree  between  him- 
self and  any  observer,  and  takes 
flight  frtim  the  opposite  side  of 
the  tree  in  which  he  may  be  feed- 
ing if  disturbed.

Shy  Birds. 

(By  H.  E.  Haydock). 

While  it  ia  quite  easy  to  become 
acquainted  with,  and  thus  learn 
the  habits  of,  our  familiar  birds, 
such  as  the  robin,  song  sparrow, 
wren,  and  others  that  live  and 
build  their  pests  near  the  house 
or  in  its  immediate  vicinity ; it  is 
much  more  difficult  to  get  to 
know  well  the  shy  birds  that  live 
in  the  depths  of  the  woods,  in 
outlying  pastures,  or  in  dense 
thickets  in  llonely  places.  They 
are  fewer  ir(  number  than  the  fa- 
miliar birds,  and  it  is  harder  to 
find  their  hfcunts.  In  doing  so, 
walks  are  to  be  taken  to  places 
that  otherwise  would  not  be  apt 
to  be  visited. 

Among  the  easiest  of  these 
birds  to  find  is  the  little  field 
bunting.  One  may  see  him  on 
approaching  some  lonely,  outlying 
pasture,  but  he  soon  flits  away 
and  disappears.  The  best  way  to 
get  further;  acquainted  with  him 
is  to  go  qufletly  as  possible  and 
| sit  down  upon  some  rock  ar  tree

among  the  trees.  The  nest  itself 
is  vei^-  poorly  constructed,  mere- 
ly a few  twigs,  leaves  etc.,  de- 
pending on  the  dense  tangle  of 
the  undergrowth  immediately 
about  it  to  help  fill  the  simple 
requirements  of  its  construction 
If  one  goes  to  a very  retin  1 
growth  of  scrub,  it  may  be  possi- 
ble to  come  across  the  nest  of  the 
turtle  dove.

doves  may  be  heard 
the  birds  would  slip  away  and  dis- 
appear. That  is  the  main  advan- 
tage in  finding  the  nest  of  any 
bird.  The  bird,  with  but  few 
exceptions,  no  matter  how  shy, 
will  then  remain  in  the  vicinity, 
and  can  be  observed.  Great  care, 
however,  should  be  taken  to  see 
that  the  visits  are  not  often 
enough  to  frighten  the  birds  or 
cause  them  much  worry.  Even  the 
shyest  birds  get  to  know  that  no 
harm  need  be  feared  if  they  are 
treated  with  consideration,  and 
therefore  can  be  observed  to  ad- 
vantage. 

The  turtle  dove’s  nest  is  rather 
poorly  constructed,  made  of  grass- 
es and  twigs.  Only  two  eggs  arc 
laid  One  has  to  be  very  quiet 
if  one  wants  to  see  much  of  the 
doves  even  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
nest.  They  will,  however,  keep 
up  a pretty  constant  cooing  as 
if  to  reassure  each  other  that  no 
real  danger  threatens. 

The  shyest  of  all  birds  h the 
hermit  thrush.  Only  in  the  most 
retired  {localities  is  he  found.

This  bird  being  so  shy  and  re- 
tiring, ia  not  noticed  by  many 
people  and  even  if  seen  may  be 
confused  with  thq  chipping  spar- 
row whom  he  closely  resembles 
in  appearance.  The  chipping  spar- 
row, however,  is  seen  about  the 
dooryards  and  the  immediate  vi- 
cinity of  the  house,  the  field  bunt- 
ing seldom,  if  ever.  The  chip- 
ping sparrow  builds  in  trees,  the 
field  bunting  upon  the  ground  or 
in  low  bushes,  and  rarely  even 
enters  a tree.
